In the last war English inflation sent 
up prices. England needed food, so Irish 
farmers were encouraged to borrow 
money to buy land. In the depression 
of post-war deflation they were called 
on to repay what they had borrowed, 
plus interest, and discovered they 
would have to sell four times the 
amount of farm produce (their real 
wealth) to cover the same debt, than 
at the time they contracted it.

It was then our farmers 
required Government help. It may be 
inherent to the international financial 
system, but it seems unfair that one 
party to a contract should, by inflation 
and deflation, have the power to raise 
the stakes which the other has to pay.

The 
only protection our farmers got from 
wholesale eviction at that time was the 
fall in land values, which convinced the 
banks that it was more profitable to 
allow the farmers to struggle on, pay- 
ng interest, as no one was anxious to 
take on the working of the land. If 
land value went up the 
different. 

Mr. de Valera's announcement of a 
central bank may mean the reorganisa- 
tion of agricultural credit, and, if so, 
we might save valuable time’ by 
examining how Italy in 1922 faced 
similar problems of unemployment, 
aggravated there, as it was here, by 
the sudden restriction of immigration 
to America. Italy tackled the organisa- 
tion of agricultural credit with 
amazingly successful results in in. 
creased 1 and almost 
| abolishing Italian unemployment. 

Briefly, Italy was divided into 
economic zones, and each of the big 
Italian banks was appointed to organise 
farm credits in one of them, and out 
of State funds a sum was annually 
allotted on a two and a half per cent. 
basis to reduce interest on farm loans 
to a minimum. 

The rush ‘of landowners to avail 
themselves of this easy credit was such 
that in a few years it was found neces- 
sary to restrict the amount of State- 
assisted credit each bank was allowed 
to use in its zone of influence to the 
carefully considered needs of each area 
and its possibility for increased pro- 
ductivity. At the same time a consor- 
tium of banks with a fixed capital was 
set to operate long-term credit for 
works of national importance, not im- 
mediately remunerative, but which 
would eventually increase national 
wealth, such as land reclamation and 
afforestation and building houses on 
reclaimed lands, etc. 

The inducement offered was the per- 
mission granted to the consortium to 
issue bonds up to eight times the value 
of its actual capital for such work. It 
was all within the framework of 
ordinary finance, but made the financial 
system serve the nation, instead of the 
nation left in a rather haphazard way 
to serve the interests of the financial 
system, internationally controlled, which 
resulted in the money earned in the 
country being invested in undertakings 
in the far corners of the earth and in 
its agriculturists being starved. 

In face (. national necessity all must 
co-operate or be made to co-operate, 
and I believe that most Irish people 
worthy of the name are ready to do so, 
and little compulsion would be needed.

T the moment the Battle of the 
Atlantic is certainly the most 
important aspect of the war— 
not because of any increased submarine 
activity, but because the battle cruisers 
Scharnhorst and Gneisenau are at sea 
“300 miles South-East of Newfound- 
land.“ The Germans claim 22 ships 
sunk of 116,000 tons; the figures lack 
confirmation, though the average, 5,275 
tons, is likely enough for ocean-going 
merchantmen. The German commander 
is Admiral Luetjens, who was head 
of the destroyer branch at the com- 
mencement of the war. It can be in- 
ferred that the advent of these two 
ships on to the trade routes ia due 
to the fact that Britain has been able 
to strengthen escorts—on this parti- 
cular route at least—to a point at 
which a pocket-battleship could not at- 
tack. Also, possibly, the heavy cruiser 
located in Brest some time ago has been 
damaged by the British air raids on 
that port. 

It is not merely as commerce raiders 
that ships of this type are formidable. 
They would also be very suitable, while 
remaining at large as a containing force, 
to provide indirect cover for a sea- 
borne raid. There are still in German 
harbours—-or in Norwegian—at least a 
dozen fast trans-Atlantic liners, each 
quite capable to carry some thousands 
of troops, and up to light- medium 
equipment, for a short voyage. Those 
who have read Mr. Churchill’s “ World 
Crisis“ may remember how he men- 
tioned Oban, in Argyll, as the sort of 
— to be selected. Obviously a simi- 
arly situated position—closely flanking 
the homeward end of a great sea route— 
would be most desirable to seize as a 
temporary base. It might very well 
be regarded as warranting the loss of 
an earstwhile luxury liner, plus tak- 
ing a chance with a few thousand 
men, After all, something not 
really much mere promising succeeded 
in Norway a year ago! 


THE NEW AERIAL 
ROUTE 


As well as the battle-cruisers in the 
North Atlantic, submarines have been 
busy off West Africa. The German 
communiqué gives a good idea of the 
new ‘ wolf-pack " tactics—“ sticking 
to the enemy with determination over 
a period of days and constantly attack- 
ing.” The convoys here are, of course, 
much less strongly escorted than. those 
further north, It is also quite possible 
that the two heavy air-raids on Ply- 
mouth were designed to fit in and 
round off the convoy attacks. Ply- 
mouth is not generally used by mer- 
chant shipping now; but it would be 
the nearest port which a damaged 
vessel might make for—with a fair 
prospect of her cargo being landed 
and distributed. The raids upon it 
may, therefore, have been designed to 
ensure damaged shipping becoming a 
total loss: 

The suggestion of a new sub-Arctic 
aerial route from America—via Green- 
land and Iceland—is definitely -con- 
nected with the intensified warfare on 
‘commerce in the North Atlantic, It 
will enable far more planes to be 
flown during the summer months. At 
the moment only the ng iets 
bombers can be flown over. In addi- 
tion to greater safety for the actual 
aircraft, the new procedure has a 
number of other important advantages 
—it liberates tonnage for other pur- 
poses, it enables the machines to get 
operating sooner, it provides a valu- 
bis aerial reinforcement for patrol 
en passant of these northern seas. 
And the seas in question will become 
increasingly lively as the year ad- 
vances Already we have seen the 
Lofoten Islands raid—while there have 
been frequent British air reconnais- 
sances and minor attacks all along the 
Norwegian coast-line

The United States turned 
out aircraft at the rate of a thousand 
per month, for the two first months 
of the present year, and by the 
summer that figure should be left far 
behind. Not all are war planes, of 
course; nor are all the war ‘planes to 
be handed over to the Allies. But, for 
all that, it is clear that a steady in- 
crease is assured from the trans- 
Atlantic source—a figure of 20,000 
"planes in the next 18 months is 
named. As regards British home out- 
put, we have been told that February, 
1941 — though the shortest month — 
witnessed a record. 

From all this it would appear that 
Britain and her Allies should be satis- 
fied as to their numerical strength in 
aircraft for 1941. Nor does there seem 
to be cause for uneasiness on their 
part as to quality, either. Certainly, 
the advent of the big American 
machines has, even already, made a 
very big difference to the effectiveness 
‘of their bombing—in load and range 
alike. And we are told that some of 
the new fighters carry a 57 mm. cannon 
i. e., ljin.—with a range of a mile. 
Altogether, then, it appears that 
Germany’s margin of aeria advantage 
is now much narrower than six 
months ago—and it is not likely to 
widen again, 


THE LAND FRONTS 
Coming te the land fronts, the 
mnilitary-diplomatic situation in the 
Balkans has marked time—Yugo- 
slavia becoming a bit restive. he 
Italians have continued their attacks 
in Albania without meeting any suc- 
cess, whily suffering seriously in killed. 
If successful these attacks—by forcing 
the Greeks out of Albania—would have 
materialiy helped towards isolating 
Yugoslavia othing of the kind has 


real reason for thinking that a 
renewal of the attacks is likely to be 
any more successful, Meantime, on 
the side ot Thrace, the Greeks con- 
tinue to lie low—doubtless, the while 
adding steadily to the Salonika 
defences. The weather here seems to 
be worse than in Albania, but it will 
soon be campaignable.“

The air of ‘Teeland is heavy with 


whispers of social reform, political reform, 
economic: reform. Citizens appear to be 
awakening gradually to the fact that their 


‘country is in danger. They do not 
anticipate an attack by either of. the great 
belligerents, preferring to disregard the 
warnings of the Government, which has 


shouted: itself hoarse in the effort to. 


persuade them that this particular peril is 


are beginning to realise that trouble is 
brewing within the nation’s own borders. 
A political leader has estimated that half 
a million people will be unemployed within 
a matter of months; and, even if his 
estimate is reduced by half, the prospect is 
‘terrible. Wheat will be scarce. Prices are 
higher already than they ever have been, 
and they are rising. Speaking at the Gaiety 
Theatre last night, Dr. Robert Collis ex- 
pressed his belief that about 40,000 citizens 
of Dublin lived on sixpence a day apiece. 
Any single one of these facts would be 
enough to cause sleepless nights to a 
Government; their cumulative effoct ought 
to be sufficient to shatter the sleep of 
everybody possessing a sense of national 
responsibility, or even a sense of his own 
safety; and it is little wonder that men 
and women are searching for somo form of 
organisation, some panacea, that will 
avert disaster. Mr. W. E. Wylie’s con- 
ception of a League of Goodwill has 
captured the public imagination to such a 
degree that it already threatens to become 
thé nucleus around which everybody 
groups his own private theories of what 
ought to be done—a fact which, at least, 
suggests that people are beginning to take 
thought for their country’s social and 
economic plight. A stage has been reached, 
as we think, where only drastic remed ies 
can succeed. Ireland, to all intents and 
purposes, is dependent upon her own 
resources, and must learn to make the best 
of them. No good purpose will be served 
if Fianna Fail reproaches its critics with 
their reluctance to learn the lesson of 
‘* self-sufficiency ” in time, or if United 
Ireland and the rest reply that industrial 
progress does not seem to have achieved 
much when raw materials must be obtained 
from abroad. This, if ever, is a time when 
the parties must take advantage of the 
people’s growing interest in their social 
and economic plight. To that end 
politicians must cast aside their differ- 
ences. If the bitterness and discords of 
past years are too strong for them—if 
„political hostility means more to them 
than a united front against national 
starvation—they are unfit to act as repre- 
sentatives of the people. | 
Ireland, we repeat, is. thrown back 
upon her own resources, and must make 
the mast of them. She need not starve. 
Bread, as we know it to-day, may dis- 
appear for a while from the table, but its 
place can be taken by other things. The 
country is capable of producing food 
enough to feed itself; and to feed itself 
well, so long as there are men to till the 
soil. The call of the army on the one 
hand, and the call of the land on the 
other, ought to absorb a huge proportion 
of tho country’s unemployed: ingenuity 
can devise means for the absorption of the 
rest. It is not too late to adopt the 
admirable scheme that President Roose- 
velt's Government devised for the financing 
of house construction: a scheme whose 
adoption here would provide employment 
for some thousands of builders. It is not 
‘too late, as we have urged more than once, 
to build roads, to lay sewers, to initiate 
housing schemes which will await com- 
pletion—if, indeed, they must ‘depend on 
imported materials—at a more favourable 
date. Some of these conceptions may 
demand the use of heterodox methods ; but 
orthodox methods have served us so badly 
in the past that we can well afford to give 
the others a trial. The one certainty is 
that an end must be made to talk—and 
under the general heading of talk we 
include the system of evasion, postpoue- 
ment and pigeon-holing which has 
characterised Civil Service procedure for 
so long—and action must take its place. 
Let us forget all those labels which have 
served to impede progress a hundred times 
over. This country is a democracy, and a 
democracy it must remain ; but a sensible 
reform no longer must be damned because 
somebody chooses to whisper the word 
„Communist, or Fascist, in reference 
to it. Only one criterion can be applied 
whether the reform is likely to work, or 
whether it is not. If common-sense 
decrees that communal food-kitchens are 
the only means by which a hungry 
populace may be fed, they must not be 
damned by the recollection that such 
kitchens have been an institution in 
Russia. If the. scarcity of commodities 
requires that even the wealthy must con- 
fine themselves to a ‘‘one-dish”’ meal 
every now and then, in order that some- 
thing may be available for the poor, it is 
not enough to whisper that National- 
Socialism has imposed a similar sacrifice 
for the Germans. Ireland is isolated. She 
must employ her own resources not merely 
of natural produce, but of intelligenee 
and initiative. She may evolve her own 
machinery for the overcoming of ‘this 
crisis, with or without the help of ideas 
from other lands. ‘‘Self-reliance’’ has 
been a national motto for many years. 
Can the country apply it? If so, we think 
that a better Ireland will emerge from the 
débris of the second Great War.

Since the occupation of 
Rumania and Bulgaria by the Germans 
the Yugoslavs have been completely 
isolated in the Balkan peninsula. With 
the capitulation of France they lost 
their only remaining allies on the 
Continent; and they find themselves to- 


millstones, with Italy on the one flank and 
Germany on the other. In a final effort to 
prevent an agreement between Yugoslavia 
and Germany, the British Minister in 
Belgrade presented a Note yesterday to M. 
Tsvetkovitch’s Government warning it that 
Great Britain could not condone such a 
change of policy, and that, if a pact 
should be signed, Yugoslavia, with 
Rumania and Bulgaria, must be regarded 
as a member of the “Axis” group. Mr. 
Ronald Campbell's démarche came too late. 
As we go to Press we learn that the Yugo- 
slav Premier, accompanied by his Foreign 
Minister, left Belgrade last night for 
Vienna; where they will be receivéd by 
representatives of the German Govern- 
ment to-day. * 

Until the terms of the proposed pact are 
published comment would be premature; 
but it is manifest that public opinion in 
Yugoslavia is anything but unanimous in 
its support of the Government. The three 
Ministers who resigned rather than he 
identified with M. Tsvetkovitch’s policy 
have been replaced ; but feeling in certain 
parts of the country is stated to be running 
high, particularly in military circles. 
Broadly, it would appear that the Serbian 
element is opposed to collaboration with 
the Germans. The Croats and Slovenes 
seem to be less determined; for they 
naturally look towards Central Europe. 
while the Serbs look towards the East. It is 
a sorry business, however one may look at 
it. At the beginning of the war all the 
Balkan States resolved to remain neutral 
for as long as possible; but, one by one, 
they have found themselves directly or 
indirectly involved in the struggle. Only 
Turkey now remains outside. Greoce was 
invaded. Rumania and Bulgaria have 
been occupied by German troops; and now 
the Yugoslavs haye taken a decision which 
may mark a turning-point in their stormy 
history. The outside world is not con- 
cerned with what may happen inside the 
frontiers of the Triune Kingdom. The 
Prime Minister and his colleagues know 
that an important section of the people is 
against them ; but, presumably, they have 
counted the cost, and are ready to pay it. 
whatever it may be. What matters to 
everybody is the fate cf Greece. Will this 
little nation be abandoned now; or will 
| British, in fulfilment of. their 
guarantee, send an expeditionary force to 
save Salonika? It certainly will be an 
ironic commentary on our times if. the 
combined forces of two Great Powers are 
necessary to overcome the resistance of a 
nation of seven million souls but war is 
war, and for the moment there is nothing 
more to be said. 


Micro-Films 


It was announced in London recently 
that a micro-film of every issue of The 
Times is being prepared and will soon 
become available to the public. The micro- 
film consists of a small roll of film—more 
or less the same as the movie film 
and on each space, or frame, there is a 
small photograph of one page of the paper. 
There is a special film reader or viewer 
which allows the film to be examined on a 
brilliant translucent screen, at a wide 
range of magnifications to suit the subject- 
matter or the purpose of the user. Micro- 
Ah nd has been used for some time 
in Great Britain by commercial companies 
that wish to keep a compact record of their 
documents, but up to the present it has not 
been used to any great extent in the news- 
paper world. In America, where they are 
always ahead of us in such schemes, the 
Recordak Newspaper Service is an estab- 
lished institution, which not only provides 
micro-filming equipment for the use of the 
newspapers themselves, but also allows 
prints of the film to be made for use in 
the libraries. It is thought that great 
interest will be shown in the micro- 
film of The Times; certainly there will be 
a great demand for it in the United 
States. The advantages of such a system 
of record seem to be obvious. The main 
point is the small amount of space 
occupied by the micro-film compared with 
the files of the newspapers respectively.. 
A micro-film of a newspaper occupies only 
about 2 per cent. of the space which would 
be occupied by the actual newspaper; 
although, in these hard times, the size of 
the average newspaper is not sufficiently 
large to make it in any way difficult to 
store. The files of The Times which have 
been filmed contain all the papers for over. 
150 years—in all, about 750,000 pages. A 
reel of Recordak micro-film 100 feet in 
length takes about 800 pages of the news- 
paper, and is stored in a carton which 
measures no more than 4 inches square 
and 14 inches deep. Earlier copies of the 
newspaper require only two reels for the 
complete year, but ever since about 1911 
most copies of The Times have required 
twelve reels for every year. Even at that 
rate, a full year’s supply of newspapers 
would occupy a space only about 4 inches 
square and 18 inches deep; a very small 
Space, indeed, when contrasted, with the 
amount of space occupied by a year’s file 
of an ordinary newspaper. The micro-film. 
system is a truly: wonderful method of 
keeping old rewspaper files to read and re- 
read them without any detrimental effect 
on the papers themselves. Apart entirely

Americans in Britain 


The British Government may have to 
meet a growing demand that citizens of 
the United States shall be freed from the 
restrictions generally imposed. u all 
aliens. There is much to be said for the 
idea. but, on the other side, it has to be 
remembered that the British people also 
have to endure restrictions, and do not 
find them too onerous. It is probable, 
however, that inquiry will be held into 
the matter, and that the Government will 
reach a decision which will be agreeable 
to the people affected It is understood 
that the restriction most resented is that 
imposing a curfew at night, and this may 
be abolished in due course, provided that 
proof of identity is readily available. 


Irish Cattle Trade 


Dr. Ryan stated recently that proposed 
restrictions would not adversely affect the 
Irish cattle trade in general, but he 
revealed that the restrictions, when export 
is resumed following the lifting of foot- 
and-mouth disease embargo, would involve 
the retention in Eire of the younger class 
of store cattle, though that would not 
interfere with trade for more mature 
classes of stores, fat cattle, cows or in-calf 
heifers. It is possible that because of the 
need for meat some of the younger stores 
may come over for slaughter, provided 
Lord Woolton offers a reasonable price, 
and increases the present rates of approxi- 
mately elevenpence farthing per pound for 
first qualit; and ninepence per pound for 
second quality. These animals are not 
in the ordinary sense fat cattle, but give a 
fair quantity of beef. At present Eire is 
sending the equivalent in slaughtered 
cattle, as it was normally sending in fat 
stock.

Road Accidents 


The Royal Society for the Prevention of 
Accidents is taking up thé question of 
road deaths, but the question is compli- 
cated, as the accidents are not confined to 
any particular part of the country, and 
they are not all concerned with motor 
vehicles, as last month six pedestrians 
were killed by mir into each other, 
five of them during the hours of the black- 
out, while twenty-two others were killed 
by walking into lamp-posts or other 
obstructions or slipping on pavements. Of 
the 689 road deaths last month 566 were 
in the black-out, but these should tend 
to decrease with the longer hours of day- 
light now. It is proposed that the white 
traffic lines should be kept whiter by more 
frequent painting, and it is suggested that 
phosphorescent paint should be used so 
that the lines are more easily discernible 
in the darkness, while greater use is 
to be made of luminous paint for the 
marking of pavement obstructions. Experi- 
ments on these lines have. been made in 
one of the London boroughs, and other 
Borough Councils are investigating the 
matter, so that they may take similar 
action if the results justify the step. 


National Day of Prayer 


The reports coming to hand show that 
the National Day of Prayer was carefully 
observed yesterday throughout Britain, and 
from all quarters comes the news that the 
churches and chapels were well attended in 
answer to the request made by the King. A 
pathetic feature in London was the attend- 
ance of people in some of the bombed 
churches, where, though no formal service 
was held, members of the congregations 
went for a few minutes’ silent prayer some 
time ‘during the day. Gatherings in 
cinemas and other places of amusement 
open on Sunday were in many cases 
addressed by clergy, and joined in the 
singing of hymns and the offering of 
prayers. ese services lasted only a few 
minutes, but they appeared to be well 
appreciated. 


IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


George 4 thinson i 


A correspondent writes :'— 

In art circles not only in Ireland, but 
in countries far afield, the news of the 
death of Mr. George Atkinson, R. H. A., 
will occasion deep sorrow. As Headmaster 
of the Dublin. Metropolitan School.of Art, 
he brought to the discharge of his duties 
a technical and historical knowledge which 
‘made him in almost all respects a worthy 
successor: of the eminent Irish craftsman 
and scholar, Mr. James Ward, who for 
more than a generation had directed the 
Kildare street institution. i 

In Mr. Atkinson were’ embodied the 
qualities that express themselves in 
esthetic perception and execution. His 
innate sense of beauty of form and its 
pourtrayal he communicated to his pupils 
with striking effectiveness, and in the 
character of their work, whether in figure 
drawing, nature study, design or statuary, 
the public at the annual exhibitions of 
the year’s work were afforded abundant 
proof. 

His work in every branch of art study 
revealed the thoroughness of his methods 
and the principles that underlay them. 
They were learned under distinguished 
teachers in Paris and Munich, notably the 
illustrious Auguste Rodin, whose work has 
done more than any modern artist to over- 
throw old-time conventions and give a life- 
like touch to the expression of human 
emotions. i 


Influenced by Rodin 


To that great French master, Mr. 
Atkinson owed much of his creative power. 
Whether as painter, etcher or designer he 
showed a temperament, in which perfec- 
tion of outline and delicacy of detail were 
never lacking. He was born in Cork City 
in September, 1880. Before he left home 
for his professional studies he had 
received a good rudimentary training in 
the local Collegiate School, where his 
ambition was fired by reading about the 
artistic achievements of his famous 
townsman, James Barry, the protege of 
Edmund Burke, and the decorator of the 
old House of Lords, the rooms of the 
Society of Arts, and other notable London 
buildings. 

Mr. Atkinson was elected to the Royal 
Hibernian Academy in 1912. Like some 
of his fellow-members he had the mis- 
fortune to lose a number of his pictures 
which were on exhibition in the Academy’s 
rooms in 1916. They, with other pro- 
ductions of Irish painters, were burned in 
Easter Week of that year. 

It was in portraiture that he showed to 
best advantage, the finest example being 
his portrait of Mr. Gerald Fitzgibbon, 
K.C., who retired from the judicial bench 
in this country a few years ago. The 
Lyster memorial tablet in our National 
Library will always remind visitors of his 
skill in bronze-work. His series of 
etchings of the Shannon power scheme 


will increase in value with the lapse of 
years. -

Farmers were receiving less for their 
animals than normally; butchers were 
obliged to pay more. The farmers, 
indeed, were not getting a price that 
would really encourage them to try to 
overcome the foot-and-mouth disease. 
If they were to get more compensation 
for a diseased animal that had -been 
slaughtered than for a healthy animal 
sold as beef, there was not much in- 
centive to take precautions against 
foot-and-mouth. . 

Mr. Moore said that under the non- 
profit-making scheme, which the de- 
putation would propose to the Minister, 
armers would receive more and the 
butchers would have to pay less. 
Profits would be devoted to that pur- 
pose. Under such a scheme it would 
even be possible to charge the public 
less, too. .

BRITISH Somaliland, after 


seven months occupation

LONDON, Monday. 


A British Air Ministry communiqué 
this afternoon said :'— 

„Berlin, Kiel and Hanover were 
successfully attacked last night by air- 
craft of the Bomber Command. Heav 
bombs and incendiaries were dropped, 
and very large explosions were observed 
at Hanover. 

Attacks on „ smaller scale were 
also made on coastal targets in North- 
West Germany and enemy-occupied 
territory, Some of these appear to 
have been particularly successful, one 
fire, which was started at the naval 
base of Den Helder, being still visible 
from near the English coast. 

“ One of our aircraft is missing from 
these operations. 

“Two aircraft of the Coastal Com- 
mand are missing from attacks on 
enemy shipping off the Dutch coast. 

After bombing Cherbourg Docks this 
morning a Coastal Command Blenheim 
dived and dealt effectively with 
light gun positions on the outer mole, 
states the Air Ministry News Service. 
Diving further, to 100 feet, the aircraft 
found the main street of Barfleur, near 
Cherbourg, occupied by German troops 
outside their barracks on a pre-break- 
fast parade. They were heavily 
machine-gunned. 


INTENSE BOX BARRAGE 


“To attack the centre of Berlin the 
Bomber Command aircraft had to make 
their way through an intense box 
barrage, states the Air Ministry News 
Service. 

“ “I was quite over-awed,’ one of our 
pilots said, by the amount of upward 
evil there was.” But in spite of this 
attempt to protect the heart of the 
city, a large force of our bombers 
crossed and recrossed the German 
capital. Some flew along the Unter 
den Linden—within a mile or so of 
which there are five of the main rail- 
way stations of Berlin—keeping on a 
steady course, in order to take their 
aim. Others directed their bombs at 
fires which, the first wave of our air- 
craft had started, and others attacked 
goods yards and factories to the south 
of the city. 

Polish crews took part in this 
operation—their first attack on Berlin. 

“The night was dark, with some haze 
and low, patchy cloud, but many of 
our crews had often made the trip 
before, so that they were familiar with 
the whole lay-out of Berlin, and all 
were determined not to return until 
they had dropped their bombs, on the 
most vital part of the city. When the 
fires began navigation was easier, and, 
as they came in, the crews of several | 
aircraft saw a red glare in the eky, 
which guided them directly to their 
objectives. 

Thousands of incendiaries were 
rained on the city, and some of our 
heaviest high explosive bombs were 
used, as well as a great load of high 
explosives of medium size. 

“In the areas selected for the main 
attack a great number of bombs were 
seen to explode, some in the centre of 
the target. The flashes of the larger

FIERCE EXPLOSIONS 


IN HANOVER 


“On the way back from Berlin 
several of our aircraft passed over 
Hanover, which was also attacked in 
force, and the pilots saw fierce explo- 
sions in the heart of the city. 

“At, Hanover the weather was rather 
more favourable for the observation of 
results, and fires vere clearly seen in 
every stage of their progress, from the 
white lights of the first outbreak to 
the sullen red, which showed that the 
had spread to every part of the build:

BIG FIRES AT KIEL 


In one district our pilots watched 


nine small fires thrust out their 
tongues among factory buildings until 
the flames merged into one another 
and became three immense conflagra- 
tions. 

Besides these two heavy attacks 
on the enemy’s industrial organisa- 
tion, a of bombers were also 
despatched to play their part in the 
battle of the Atlantic by attacking 
docks and shipyards in-the great naval 
base of Kiel. In the teeth of bad 
weather and formidable defences our 
aircraft dropped their bombs within 
the area of the docks and other 
essential parts of the port. 

“ From high explosive bombs which 
burst in the shipyard seven strong 
fires took hold. Other pilots reported 
equally good results, both from their 
incendiaries and high explosives. Two 
other ports—Bremen and Emden— 
were also bombed. - ' 

Outside Germany there were other 
attacks on ports used by the Ger- 
mans. At Calais the docks were 
raided and at Den Helder there were 
many fires. This last attack, though 
on a small scale, was an unqualified 
success. 


GERMANS ADMIT RAID 


ON KIEL 
LONDON, Monday. 


The Royal Air Force raid on Kiel 
last night was admitted by the 
German News Agency this evening, 
according to Swiss radio.

OBITUARY 
' | 
DR. REGINALD WALTER 
MACAN | 


By the death, on Sunday, of the 
nonagenarian, Dr. Reginald Walter 
Macan, formerly Master of University 
College, there passes away one of the 
most conspicuous figures in the life of 
Oxford, says The Times. The son 
of a distinguished Irish lawyer and 
Judge, he was born in Dublin in 
1848. Like his eldest brother, who 
becan.. President of the Royal College 
of Physicians of Ireland, he was sent 
to St. Columba’s College, but on his 
father’s death, in 1859, was trans- 
ferred to Charterhouse, where he was 
in the cricket and football elevens, 
and he reached the top place on the 
classical side. For many years he 
served on the governing body of the 
School. In 1 he was elected to a 
scholarship at University College. 

As an undergraduate he played hard 
and worked hard. He was almost a 
first-class cricketer, obtained firsts in 
Classical Moderations and in Literae 
Humaniores, and was selected in De- 
cember, 1872, to a‘ Senior Studentship 
at Christ Church. Though he did not 
take Holy Orders, Theology was one 
of the master passions of his life, At 
first, however, he passed through a 
Severe intellectual trial He was 
much influenced by T. H. Green, 
especially by his lectures on the 
Epistle to the Romans, not less by 
Dr. Mozley, whose Divinity lectures 
as Regius Professor he attended with 
a view to possible ordination, and, 
most of all, perhaps, by W. L. New- 
man, whose lectures on Ancient His- 
tory, combined with a sojourn in 
Rome and Athens, and a hoyish de- 
votion to Gibbon, went far “to deter- 
mine his academic future. In 1873 
he accepted a Hibbert Travelling 
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Dr. Robert Collis’s 7 has lost 
none of the powerful appeal which 


made its first production memorable. 
It has since moved large audiences 
wherever it has been seen. The truth 
of its grim indictment remains; in fact, 
it has grown in strength, and ‘“‘Marrow- 
bone Lane has become, through fine 
handling, an even better instrument 
for the dramatist’s plea. 

It, was Ibsen who said that every- 
thihg he had written had the closest 

sible connection with what he had 
ived through. It was that way he 
had arrived at his own spiritual eman- 
cipation and purification; for it was 
his belief that a man shares the re- 
sponsibility and the guilt of the society 
to which he belongs. 

This is the spirit in which ‘‘Marrow- 


became a theatre of the soul. But he 
was, first of all, a social reformer, and 
it was through the very intensity of 
his feeling against social abuses that 
he became a great dramatist and 
reached a poetic rage that has never 
been excelled on the stage. Dr. Collis, 
like him, has begun to write for the 
theatre as a spokesman of the poor. 

Ibsen was always sceptical regarding 
political refurms; the words, a com- 
mittee has been formed,’’ when he 
read them in the newspapers 
always made him laugh. Marrow- 
bone Lane’’ expresses the scepticism of 
its author regarding the efficacy of the 
methods which have been adopted so 
far to deal with certain conditions 
among the poor. He shows in a 
strong and convincing dramatic story 
the tragedy which can result of these 
conditions. The play pleads for their 
removal. 

We have had slum plays in which, 
although it may not have been their 
authors’ purpose, the life depicted leant 
more towards bright entertainment 


the social conscience, always inclined to 
sleep if it can, may have been a little 
by them. In this play can 


be needed. It asks us to be up and 
doing about the plague spots, which 
should not continue in our midst. 

We see the young girl from Co. Mayo 
trapped pitifully on her wedding day 
in the poisonous atmosphere of the one- 
rocm tenement, and we follow her 
story, greatly moved, while she makes 
her brave battle against the powerful 
odds against her. In a little while, 
should she accept the conditions into 
which she has been brought, she would 
be another Juno with another Paycock 
for a husband, and it is against this 
threatened doom she fights. Catas- 
trophe comes upon her married life, 
and when a little might have saved 
her it alwaye comes too late. The 
dramatist wisely does not place all 
the blame upon officialdom or the cold 
delays of charity; the people among 
whom she has fallen are a feckless lot, 
and traitors to themselves. The subject 
is seen in its full surroundings. 

It is a pitiful thing, but something 
can be done about it. That is the 
message of Marrowbone Lane 
through its intense truth, which comes 
over to us clearly in moments of fine 
drama. 

This play has been one of the 
Edwards-MacLiammoir combination's 
biggest successes. It gives Shelogh 
Richards one of the best parts she has 
ever played, and makes us feel that 
she is the finest actress on our stage 
to-day. There is fine playing all around 
her, particularly that of Meriel Moore 
and Ann Clery, of Robert Hennessy 
and Peggy Cummins, of Micheal 
MacLiammoir and Liam Gaffney. 

There was a densely-packed house 
for this first night, the entire proceeds 
of which will, thanks to the generosity 
of the Gaiety Theatre management and 
and the Dublin Gate Theatre Produc- 
tions, be given over to the Marrowbone 
Lane Samaritan Fund. 

At the close of the performance Dr. 
Collis was given an enthusiastic re- 
ception when he appeared. He told us 
in a moving speech of the aims of the 
Fund and the conditions which have 
called it into being.

The secret of the success 
of that type of shot lies in absolute 
fearlessn: and accuracy—which I 
believe can be acquired by practising 
the cutting of divots, not, needless to 
say, on the fairway, but in some out- 
of- the- way corner which even the 
greenkeeper never uses íor turf for re- 
pairs. 
„With a clear mental picture of 
what is required—to first make contact 
with the ground immediately under the 
centre of the ball, or in a bad ‘cup’ 
a shade past it—practise cutting big 
divots. But note (1) where your first 
‘grage’ takes place in relation to a 
line drawn from your left heel at 
right angles to the direction of flight; 
and (2) how this spot can be varied.

MR. GEORGE ATKINSON, 
R. H. A. 


The death occurred in Dublin yester- 


A. R. C. A., 
College of Art. Born in Cork, he went 
to London at the age of 17 on an Art 
Scholarship and worked for some years 
in the Royal College of Art, achieving 
much distinction. Later he was ap- 
ointed an art inspector under the 
— in Ireland, and was made 
Director of the then Metropolitan 
School of Art, Dublin, which post he 
held to the present day, the school 
now being known as the National 
College f Art. He was a brilliant 
engraver, and his last work, which he 
had not completed at his death, was a 
mezzo-tint of a portrait of Emmet, 
which was to have been exhibited 
shortly at the Royal Hibernian 
Academy Exhibition, He had done also 
a number of mezzo-tints of noteworthy 
personages, such as ‘the late Lord 
Justice Fitzgibbon. 
He is responsible, too, for some etch- 
ings, but owing to lack of time and 
to pressure of work he was not able to 
follow this pursuit to the extent he 
would have liked. He designed the 
Celtic Cross Memorial to Griffith, 
Collins and O’Higgins, which stood on 
Leinster Lawn until it was removed 
some years ago. Mr. Atkinson also 
did the work of the memorial to Mr. 
T. Lyster, the late Librarian, which 
stands in the National Library. The 
inlaid lettering of this memorial is a 
splendid example of Mr. Atkinson's 
flair for this type of work, of 
which he was a master. Arts 
and crafts, however, were his metter, 
and his work for the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture was outstanding 
at their various exhibitions. As ad- 
visor to the department in matters of 
design and display he served the 
Government on numerous occasions. 
Mr. Atkinson was treasurer of the 
Royal Hibernian Academy until two 
years ago, when he was appointed 
secretary. He was also treasurer of the 
Tailteann Games Committee. He was 
a member of the Royal College of Art 
in England and of the Arts Club, and 
in 1914 was elected a member of the 
Royal Hibernian Academy. Recently 
he was appointed a member of the 
board of selectors of the Haverty 
Trust. 
In 1939 Mr. Atkinson designed a 
commemorative postage stamp in cele- 
bration of the 150th anniversary of the 
inauguration of the American Constitu- 
tion and the installation of George 
Washington as first President of the 
United States. The stamp, which de- 
picted the American eagle as the cen- 
tral feature, bearing a shield blazoned 
with the thirteen United States, a pro- 
file portrait of George * and 
an Irish harp, was of a striking ap- 
pearance, and created considerable com- 
ment at the time of its issue. 
Mr. Atkinson was a member of many 
art societies and committees and of the 
Royal Dublin Society. He was an un- 
tiring worker in any artistic cause, and 
gave tremendously of his time and 
energies in these directions, despite 
his burdening duties as director of the 
National College of Art. 
The work of Mr. Atkinson in con- 
nection with the organisation of the 
Tailteann Games in 1924, 1928 and 
1932 will be always remembered and 
appreciated by his colleagues. The 
entire finances of the organisation in- 
volving the keeping of accounts for 
some twenty different committees were 
in his hands, and, at a meeting held 
a week or two ago, to consider the 
investment of some funds held by the 
trustees, a resolution, placing on re- 
cord his magnificent work, was passed. 
Mr. Atkinson arranged for the medals 
and statuettes that were presented to 
winnerr in the Games, and it was he 
who designed the statue of Queen 
Tailte. Mr. J. J. Walsh, who 
worked with Mr. Atkinson on the 
Council, said that he was most con- 
scientious and tireless in his work for 
the Games. He married, in 1916, the 
eldest daughter of Henry P. Kerney, 
and leaves his widow and two children, 
Dr. Oliver Atkmson (son) and Sheila 
(daughter).
